Petition Against New 
Rate Increase Says It 


Is Doubtful if Company 
Has ‘Going Concern’ 
Value. 
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The Public Service Co. is de-| 


liberately cutting service and in-| : 


ereasing fares to force the city to 
buy its properties under duress 
and is pressing the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission to help 
promote its plan, the City of St. 
Louis charged today. 

“In a petition filed with the 
commission, the city protested 
strongly against the company’s 
current application for another 
round of fare increases, which 
would cost streetcar and bus 
riders about $2,000,000 additional 
a year. 

“It may be reasonably implied,” 
the city’s petition said, “that the 
company’s policy is premedita- 
tively designed to force the City 
to acquire its properties under 
duress and, under the guise of 
pursuing an unattainable rate of 
return, importuning this - honor- 
able commission to abet its pur- 

se.” 

Asks for Delay in Hearing. 

The city asked that it be per- 
mitted to intervene in the fare 
caSe, with the right to offer evi- 
dence and cross-examine company 
witnesses. It also urged that no 
~hearing be held on the fare in- 
crease application filed April 19 
until the $2,275,000 annual fare 
increase which went into effect 
March 9 has been in force long 
enough to determine what results 
it will have on the company’s fi- 
nancial condition. 

A third request was that the 
commission give further consid- 
eration to the city’s insistence 
that the service being rendered 
by the transit firm is inadequate 
and unsatisfactory and that the 
question of service be included 
in any investigation of the reason- 
ableness of the company’s rates. 

The petition was signed by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, James 
E. Crowe, city counselor, and For- 
rest G. Ferris Jr., associate city 
counselor. 

Rate Increases, Condition Worse. 

The company’s latest fare’ ap- 
plication, in which it seeks a 20- 
eent basic cash fare, instead of 
the present 17 cents, 5-cent extra 
zone fares and boosts in all other 
types of fares, was described as 
wholly unjustified in the city’s 
petition. 

“In spite of six previous rate 
increases since August, 1947, 
totalling over $9,700,000, the com- 
pany’s position has not only 
worsened, but its service has been 
so radically and drastically re- 
duced, and its public relations 
have deteriorated to such an ex- 
tent, that the city has been forced, 
and is now making a determined 
effort, to explore some form of 
public owmership as the only so- 
jution of its mass transportation 
program,” the city’s petition said. 

“We have said several times 
before, and we repeat, that it 
would seem obvious, even to the 
company, that the time has come 
to call a halt to the futile policy 
of constantly increasing rates 
and reducing service. Such a 
policy if further pursued will both 
lessen the value of the company’s 
property and its attractiveness 
and usefulness to the public as a 
mass transportation agency, as- 
suming that the public were dis- 
posed to acquire it, and will 
merely hasten the day when the 
company will reach a_ hopeless 
and moribund state, if indeed the 
end is not in sight.”

The testimony that government 
employes were diverted from 
other duties to assist in the prep- 
aration of McCarthy’s opus was 
given by Walter M. Royal, Jr., 
special assistant to the director of 
information of the housing and 
home finance agency. 

Senators also were told today 
that McCarthy and his chief ghost 
writer, Maron Simon, had not in- 
formed the FHA that the hous- 
ing booklet was a commercial 
undertaking out of which Mc- 
Carthy was to get $10,000 and 
Simon $2000. Nor was the FHA 
informed, witnesses testified, that 
the Lustron Corp. intended to 
make use of the name of a United 
States Senator for prestige pur- 
poses. in order to further the sale 
of its pre-fabricated houses. 

Lustron went bankrupt after 
borrowing $37,500,000 of taxpay- 
ers’ money from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, a gov- 
ernment agency which came un- 
der supervision of committees on 
which Senator McCarthy served. 


Committee Adjourns. 


At the conelusion of testimony 
at noon today, Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, 
acting chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, announced presentation of 
evidence in the Lustron phase of 
‘the hearing had been concluded. 
The committee adjourned, sub- 
ject to further call by the chair- 
man, Senator Guy M. Gillette of 
lowa.

Contract Calls for .15- 
Cent Pay Rise—Other 
Negotiations Resume— 
Back Pay Issue Ties'Up

DENVER, May 16 (AP)}—Agree- 
ment on the only nation-wide oil 
industry contract was announced 
today as other negotiators scat- 
tered across the country resumed 
talks aimed at quick settlement 
of the 17-day-old crippling oil 
strike. 

O, A. Knight, president of the 
CIO United Oil Workers Interna- 
tional, largest of 22 AFL, CIO and 
independent unions involved in 
the strike, said Sinclair Oil Corp. 
offered pay increases equalling 
the maximum amount of Wage 
Stabilization Board said it would 
approve. 

Knight said he recommended 
acceptance by the 10,000 workers 
covered in the contract. The 
proposition has been sent to the 
30 locals having Sinclair workers. 
They will vote on the terms. The 
votes will be forwarded to union 
headquarters in Denver for tab- 
ulation. 


Terms of Offer. 

The offer, Knight said, calls 
for a 15-cent boost in hourly 
wages averaging $2 to $2.10 and 
night-shift differentials of 6 and 
12 cents an hour, both effective 
May 1, plus retroactive pay of 
slightly more than 9 cents an 
hour from Jan. 1 to May 1. 

Although nearly all industry 
contracts are on a plant-by-plant 
basis, the one with Sinclair cov- 
ers all production, pipeline and 
refinery employes of Sinclair and 
its operating subsidiaries. 

At least one dark note crept 
into the genaral picture of settle- 
ment. In Denver, negotiations 
broke down over retroactive pay 
for 31 employes of the Wyco 
pipeline. It supplies the bulk of 
Denver’s gasoline. A strike was 
called for this afternoon. 

Knight,” leader of the union 
coalition, returned to Denver last 
night from a Washington meeting 
with WSB officials. 

Expect Men Back Soon. 

“We expect most of the men to 
be back on the job soon,” Knight 
told reporters, “provided the oil 
companies agree to wage  in- 
creases qeual to the full amount 
approved by the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board.” He added that “no 
strikers are expected to return 
to work unless and until they 
receive such imcreases.” 

Before the workers could re- 
turn to their jobs the 22 unions 
and 90,000 strikres involved would 
have to sign hundreds of local 
bargaining agreements with more 
than 70 oil eompanies. 

Some tentative agreements, 
worked out on the basis of a 
wage stabilization formula, were 
being reported last night. Others 
were being awaited today. 

Two of the agreements signed 
involved 1400 workers at the 
Standard Oil of Indiana plant in 
Sugar Creek, Mo., and 400 work- 
ers at Globe Refining Co.’s plant 
at Lemont, Il. 

Settlement was reported near 
at the Continental Oil plant in 
Denver, where 90 employes have 
been on strike. 

The Wage Board has given its 
approval to six negotiated agree- 
ments submitted to it in the last 
few weeks. It stuck to its 15;cent 
ceiling in all cases. None of the 
six disputes involved workers now 
on strike. 

At Mt. Pleasant, Tex., members 
of the CIO Oil Workers Inter- 
national Union have voluntarily 
gone back to work at the Ameri- 
can Liberty Oil Co. refinery with- 
out any increase, refinery officials 
said. Russell Allen, industrial re- 
lations director, said that the 
company would continue to bar- 
gain with the workers as required 
by law but it had made no com- 
mitments. 

About 50 of the 150 striking em- 
ployes found they had no jobs 
when they reported for work yes- 
terday. Allen said the company 
“made a public offer of employ- 
ment and hired some _ people” 
after the strike began. In addi- 
tion to the jobs filled by the 
newly-hired workers, about 15 or 
20 positions were eliminated “‘be- 
cause we found out we'd been 
overmanned—those jobs were un- 
necessary,” Allen said, 

One touchy quetsion — how 
much back pay should be given 
—Wwas a possible obstacle to quick 
settlement in some cases. The 
WSB did not rule on retroactivity. 
That will be considered, by the 
WSB in individual cases as wage 
pacts are presented it for ap- 
proval under stabilization rules. 

The strike’s cutback of aviation 
fuel had federal officials jumpy. 
But Cyrus S. Ching, director of 
the Federal Conciliation Service, 
said he hoped the “crisis has 
been averted.” 

The United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Australia and other countries 
have severely curtailed their do- 
mestic and foreign airline opera- 
tions on account of the strike.

Powerful defenses developed 
under American leadership, cou- 
pled with the threat of atomic 
bombing, may pave the way for 
international disarmament in the 
second half of the twentieth cen- 
tury, James B. Conant, president 
of Harvard University, declared 
here today. 

The noted educator and scien- 
tist, who serves on the general 
advisory committee of the Atomic 
Energy Conimission, was in St. 
Louis to attend the fifty-fifth an- 
nual meeting of the Associated 
Harvard Clubs. He spoke. at Hotel 
Statler at a luncheon sponsored 
jointly by the Harvard Club of 
St. Louis and the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“The atomic age dawned soon- 
er than some of us had hoped,” 
Conant said. “The Russians | 
exploded an atomic bomb in Sep- | 
tember 1949, ending our monop- 
oly of this weapon. And Russian 
methods of defense against de-| 
livery of the atomic bomb are 
improving, as witness the suc- 
cess of their jet fighters in Korea. 

“With two major powers pos- 


cient quantity to constitute a mil- 
itary menace to each other, and 
with hostilities breaking out in 
Korea, the international situation 
deteriorated. But the direction 
of subsequent events has been 
favorable. NATO (North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization) has been or- 
ganized, and SHAPE (Supreme 
Headquarters, Allied Powers in 
Europe) is in existence.”

This provision. stems from the

J. Williams (Rep.), Delaware, that 
three eer pp contributors to the 
mocratic party charged off 
ptheir “gifts” as bad debts which 
could not be collected, 
Requirements for record-keep- 
ing in the internal revenue code 
would be tightened under the pro- 
posed legislatione, and civil and 
criminal pnalties would be added 
for wilful failure to comply with 
these stricter regulations, King 
explained.

Nature and source of gross in- 
come, deductions and credits 
would have to be itemized in 
greater detail by the taxpayer at 
the Internal Revenue Bureau's 
request, under terms of the bill.

SEOUL, May 16 (AP)—Allied 
planes silenced 20 Communist 
guns and damaged two tanks yes- 
terday in close support strikes 
along the 155-mile Korean battle- 


front, the Air Force said today. 

Clear weather permitted Allied 
planes to fly 1220 sorties. 

Fighter-bombers roared deep 
into Communist territory to blast 
communication lines and supply 
centers. A main target was a big 
vehicle repair center near the Red 
capital, Pyongyang. The Air 
Force said 30 buildings were de- 
stroyed. 

Other U.N. planes ranged al- 
most to the Manchurian border, 
cutting rail lines in 65 places. In 
all, the Air Force said, 30 gun po- 
sitions were silenced, ‘20 rail cars 
destroyed and 100 Communist 
buildings destroyed. 

On the ground, Allied infantry 
men repulsed light Red patrol 


thrusts. 

The Eighth Army announced 
that Allied troops killed 1294 Reds 
during the week ended May 14. 
They also wounded 1415 Commu- 
nists and captured 24. Total Red 
casualties were up 200 as com- 
pared with those of the previous 
week. 


U.S, GROUNDS ALL F-84 JETS 
IN BRITAIN AFTER 2 CRASH 


MANSTON, England, May 16) 
(UP)—The United States Third 
Air Force announced today that 
it has grounded all F-84 Thunder- 
jet fighters in Britain after two 
of the planes burst into flames 
in flight and crashed. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the planes would remain grounded 
until “the cause of the trouble is 
discovered.” He said a team of 
officers and civilian technicians 
would make a full investigation. 

The first F-84 to catch fire in 
flight crashed in a village three 
weeks ago, killing the pilot and 
two Britons. The second caught 
fire Wednesday and dived into 
the sea off Margate.

ON DANGERS OF 


MILITARY STATE 


‘Attacks ‘Political Conniv- 

| ing’ of Those in One 

Party to Influence 
Nomination in Other. 


|’ LANSING, Mich., May 16 (AP) 
~—Gen. Douglas MacArthur, in an 
address closely examined for po- 
litical significance, warned last 
night against “political conniving” 
which he said threatened Amer- 
ica with a “military state.” 

He named no political party or 
eandidate. Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower is the only military man 
now a presidential candidate. 

He told a special joint conven- 
tion of the Michigan Legislature 
last night: 

“We now find some of thé lead- 
ers of one party openly indorsing 
their own selection as the nom- 
inee of the opposition party... 
they encourage segments of their 
rank and file to infiltrate the 
opposition’s ranks to influence the 
selection cf its nominee for the 
‘presidency. ¥ 

“This torm of political conniv- 
ing is destructive to the very 
essence of true representative 
«government and sets the stage for 
ithe emergence upon the American 
scene of the ugly threat of a mili- 
tary state.” 

Heavily Applauded. 

_ Gen. MacArthur paused for em- 
phasis both before and after he 
spoke out against the “political 
conniving.” An enthusiastic audi- 
ence of legislators and guests, 
dominantly Republican, applauded 
these portions of his address most 
heavily. 

The retired liberator of Japan 
warned that history shows that 
republics and democracies have 


- generally lost their liberties by 


way of passing from civilian to a 
quasi-military status. 

“It would be a tragic develop- 
ment,” he continued, “if this gen- 
eration was forced to look to the 
rigidity of miktary dominance 
and discipline to redeem it from 
the tragic failure of a civilian ad- 
ministration. 

“It might well destroy our his- 
toric and wise concept which 
holds to the supremacy of the 
civil power.” 

MacArthur criticized the na- 
tional Administration, which fired 
him as supreme Far Eastern com- 
mander. 

“Our leaders,” he said, “are 
unable to survey the world as a 
unit, but have become so infatu- 
ated with the one area of western 
Europe that they have largely ig- 
nored the Communist assault in 
many other sections of the globe. 

‘We Bristle and We Appease.’ 

“In one section of the world we 
oppose colonialism. In another, 
we support it. In one sector we 
bristle; in another, we appease. 
. . - Our European preoccupation 
is so great that we almost en- 
tirely ignore the enemy in other 
areas and even allow continental 
Asia to go by inertia and default. 
. .. In Korea, where victory was 
in our grasp, we go from bad to 
worse.” 

MacArthur asked what would 
follow an “‘uneasy ‘cease fire’”’ in 
Korea. 

“No answer has been forthcom- 
ing,” he declared, “‘but the dread- 
ful fear is growing in many patri- 
otic hearts that the decision will 
finally be ‘Scuttle the Pacific,’ a 
yielding to the Iron Curtain of all 
our traditional friends and alli- 
‘ances and the raw resources of 
that half of the globe so vital in 
the balance of world power. 

“Then would our Pacific coastal 
areas—California, Oregon and 
Washington—be forced to assume 
the hazards of a defense frontier 
and curtail existing commercial 
advantages as major gateways to 
international trade.” 

In what he called “the very 
heart of our country’s industrial 
strength, MacArthur said, “our 
country is now geared to an 
armed economy which was bred 
in an artificially-induced psycho- 
sis of war hysteria and nurtured 
upon the incessant propaganda of 
fear.” 

‘Threat Is ... From Within.’ 

“Talk of imminent threat to 
our national security through the 
application of external force is 
pure nonsense,” MacArthur said. 
“Our threat is from the insidious 
forces working from within, which 
have already so drastically altered 
the character of our free institu- 
cls a 

Declaring “there is no politics 
in me, nor none intended in what 
I say,” MacArthur asserted, “‘a 
reasonable limit must be placed 
upon the very exercise of the 
power to tax, easily the most 
abused and, as history has shown, 
the most dangerous of all sov- 
ereign powers.” 

“We must avoid,” he said, “‘con- 
fiscating income and draining re- 
sources to the point that the pri- 
vate ownership of property will 
practically disappear from our 
economic system. We have so 
burdened our people with taxation 
that they are no longer able to 
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build for old age and family se- 
curity and are rapidly losing the 
energizing incentive to work.” 


MacArthur in Detroit, Urges 
Workers to Join Battle. 


DETROIT, May 16 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur told Ameri- 
can workers today they must take 
a firm stand “in the coming con- 
stitutional battle to save America 
as we have known it.” 

Speaking from City Hall steps, 
MacArthur urged workers to re- 
sist “inroads into industry by 
governmental regulations, by tax 
levy and by political pressure.” 

Outlining what he termed 
“minimum conditions essential to 
the revitalization of American

$5500 McCarthy Dice Game 
“Just Horseplay, Witness Says 


Senator Played With ‘Fictitious Money’ to 


Humor Guest in His Columbus (O.) 
Suite, Realty Man Tells Inquiry.

seph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin. 


The crap game occured in Co- 
lumbus, O., the same city where 
McCarthy collected $10,000 from 
the Lustron (housing) Corp., and 
was advertised as the author of 
a Lustron-published housing 
booklet which was largely ghost- 
written. 

In the crap game, according to 
testimony before the Fulbright 
committee investigating the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
which had lent $37,500,000 to the 
now defunct Lustron, McCarthy 
lost $5500 to a Columbus housing 
contractor and welshed on his 
debt. 

Game in Senator’s Suite. 

The dice game, is now develops, 
was held in Senator McCarthy’s 
suite at the Deshler-Wallick Ho- 
tel on the main street of Colum- 
bus, across from the state capi- 
tol, Saturday night, March 20, 
1949. Present were McCarthy, 
Robert Byers Jr., member of a 
fabricated housing firm which 
had paid McCarthy to come out 
and deliver two housing lectures, 
at $500 a lecture; Clark Wide- 
man, former reporter for the Co- 
lumbus Citizen and then asso- 
ciated with the Byers firm. 

Ex-reporter Wideman, a friend 
of the Senator who was advised 
by McCarthy, so he says, to be 
sure to “tell the truth and noth- 
ing but the truth,” related this 
account of the crap game: 

“Several of us had dinner with 
Senator McCarthy at the Deshler- 
Wallick. At 10 or 11 we left the 
dining room and went up to Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s room. There 
were a lot of people there, Bob 
Byers Jr. and his friends and em- 
ployes. They were moving in and 
out of the room all evening. Sen- 
ator McCarthy was moving around 
from one group to another. 

“Army Experiences.” 

“The discussion got around to 
the subject of army experiences 
(McCarthy had been a Marine 
captain) and the question came 
up of army poker and army dice 
games. 

“Somebody said they had never 
seen a dire game.” 

Interrupting incredulously, Sen- 
ator Hennings of Missouri him- 


Inquired: 
“A man?” 
“No,” said witness Wideman, 
probing his memory. “It was a 
lady—my wife, if I remember.” 
The witness continued to re- 
fresh his memory:

John L. Johnson, Negro, who | 


shot and killed two Overland po- 
licemen, was saved from death in 
the state’s lethal gas chamber last 
midnight when Gov. Forrest 
Smith commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

The Governor’s order was is- 
sued less than seven hours before 
Johnson was to be executed. 
When informed of the commuta- 
tion, Johnson, who had ordered 
a last meal of barbecued rabbit, 
broke into tears and _ cried: 
“Thank the Lord! Thank the 
Lord!” 

Smith told reporters in Jeffer- 
son City he was convinced John- 
son does not have the mental 
capacity to know right from 
wrong. The Governor said he had 
the 30-year-old convicted killer 
examined by a psychiatrist, whose 
name was not disclosed. 

Records disclosed that Johnson 
is an epileptic and has been in 
three different mental hospitals 
or clinics, Smith stated. 

Johnson, an ex-convict, shot 
and killed Sgt. Pelham C. Scott 
and Patrolman Edward C. Juette- 
meyer at the Overland Police Sta- 
tion Oct. 14, 1949, after he had

‘GOP. CONVENTION: 


17 of State’s Men Are for 
_ Eisenhower, Five Back 
‘| Taft, Four Probably 


for General. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 16 
(AP)-— Missouri wound up its 
selection of Republican national 
convention delegates yesterday 
with at a 17 supporting Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and five 
favoring Senator Robert A. ~— 
of Ohio. 


The other four in the seine 
delegation are considered prob- 
ables for Eisenhower. 

The last of 13 district G.O.P. 
conventions was held yesterday at 
Kirksville. Taft picked up the 
two delegates chosen there. Vot- 
ing was delayed while the oppos- 
ing Taft-Eisenhower forces fought 
for more than an hour over pro- 
cedure, 

Four of the district delegates 
will be designated as delegates- 
at-large hy the state G.O.P. con- 
vention ‘at Kansas City June 2. 
This is merely a formality to com- 
ply with the national committee's 
orders and will not give the state 
any additional votes at the presi- 
dential nominating convention in 
Chicago. 

The Associated Press tally of 
delegate strength, based on known 
and avowed alignments, shows 
Taft with 366 delegates and Eisen- 
hower with 306. Taft claims 
about 80 more delegates up to 
now. Nomination at the conven- 
tion in Chicago July 7 requires 
604 votes. 

Two prominent Democrats who 
refused to campaign. Supreme 
Court Justice William O, Douglas 
and Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois were entered against their 
wishes. 


Oregon Primary First Western 
Test of Eisenhower. 
PORTLAND, Ore., May 16 (AP) 
—Oregon voters stepped up today 
to tell their choice for President 
in a primary affording the first 
western test of Gen, Dwight D. 

Eisenhower's popularity. 

Voting was reported running at 
10 per cent of the 264,000 regis- 
tration in Portland in the first 
hour. 

Election officials predicted a 
record 60 per cent turnout—or 
better than 450,000 of the 778,000 
voters. Stnny weather was fore- 
cast tproughout the day. Polling 
hours are 9 a.m. to 9 p.m.—and 
counting the extra-long ballot 
will be a slow job. 

The previous high vote of 347,- 

372 at an Oregon primary came 
in 1948, 
‘ Eisenhower rates tops to carry 
the Republican preferential vote. 
As the lone campaigner on his 
party’s ballot, Senator Estes Fe- 
fauver of Tennessee appeared cer- 
tain to get the 12 Democratic 
delegates. * 

Whether Eisenhower wins 10 
or all 18 Republican delegates 
depends on the vote for eight 
unpledged delegates widely ac- 
cepted to favor Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio. Taft did not 
enter the primary. All other 
delegates signed a statement to 
support the high-polling presi- 
dential candidate. 

Some Taft followers sponsored 
an appeal for write-ins for the 
Ohio Senator. They have been 
careful, however, not to make too 
much of it. Even so, the gesture 
vote looked like the closest chal- 
lenge to Gov. Earl E. Warren of 
California for second ‘place. 

Of the other G.O.P. entries: 
former Gov. Harold E. Stassen of 
Minnesota waged only a -brief 
campaign. Gen. Douglas A. Mac- 
Arthur and Senator Wayne Morse 
of Oregon both made it plain 
they do not consider themselves 
as candidates; in fact, Morse is 
running as an Eisenhower dele- 
gate. William R. Schneider, St. 
Louis attorney, doesn’t figure as 
a contender.

Also named by the Democratic 
convention arrangements commit- 
tee as permanent chairman for the 
second consecutive national meet- 
ing was Representative Sam Ray- 
burn of Texas, Speaker of the 
House. 


Frank E. McKinney, the party’s ' 


national committee chairman, said 
Dever and Rayburn “give us a 
perfect geographical balance.” 
McKinney said the committee 
had screened “the entire list of 23 
Democratic Governors” in con- 
sidering a keynoter. He added 
that Dever, 49 years old, and Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts since 1948, 
“was acceptable to all factions.” 
Dever, a former Attorney Gen- 
eral of Massachusetts, has been ac- 
tive in politics since his college 
years at Boston University. He 
made the nominating speech for 
former Postmaster General James 
A. Farley at the 1940 Democratic 
national convention in Chicago. 
Although no other speechmak- 
ers were selected by the party’s 
planning group yesterday, two 
other key posts were filled. 
Representative John W. McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts, the House 
majority leader, was named chair- 
man of the preliminary platform 
drafting committee. The 21 mem- 
bers were expected to begin work 
within three weeks on the job of 
outlining the convention platform. 
McKinney said the aim of the 
committee “is a platform that will 
be acceptable to all segments of 
our party, so we can present a 
strong, unified front in the cam- 
paign.”

More Witnesses Ask for Strong, 


Commission Ending Second Public Hearing 
at Great Falls, Mont.—Some Repre- 


sentatives Urge 


Setup of MVA.

GREAT FALLS, Mont., May 16 
—A striking array of testimony 
in favor of some form of strong 
central administration, cloaked 
with full powers for the devel- 
opment of water and land re- 
sources of the Missouri river val- 
ley, has been heard here by the 
Missouri Basin Survey Commis- 
sion. 7 


This official federal commis- 
sion, charged with evolving an 
improved management scheme for 
the basin is concluding today its 
second public hearing, at Great 
Falls. It opened the hearing at 
Sioux City, Ia., and moves to Bill- 
ings, Mont., tomorrow. 

Any new administrative device 
would replace the existing extra 
official co-ordination under the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee of the expanded Pick-Sloan 
or Interagency plan. 

Thirteen witnesses, represent- 
ing a variety of interests, argued 
yesterday for an official central- 
ized management, centered within 
the Missouri basin. Among them 
was Gov. John W. Bonner (Dem.), 
Montana, a member of Inter- 
agency. 

Some Urge Setup of MVA. 

Some of them, especially repre- 
sentatives of organized labor, fa- 
vored creation of a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority, patterned after that 
of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity. However, it was noticeable 
that others did not insist on an 
MVA, but only argued for the 
general principles of unification 
of controls. 

In effect, this representative 
step is away from hardfast sup- 
port of MVA, which has encoun- 
tered much opposition, and ‘to- 
ward some device that might con- 
stitute an acceptable compromise. 
This seemed significant since it 
arose in a _ section of Montana 
where liberal elements, hereto- 
fore, have been outspoken in fa- 
vor of the authority principle. 

Several of the witnesses called 
for inclusion of official repre- 
sentation of the Missouri Basin

states and whatever new agency 
might be recommended. : 
Presentation Seems One-Sided. 

The support for centralized 
official administration of a, truly 
comprehensive plan became so 
marked that Iate in the day, 
Chairman James C. Lawrence 
spoke about it to Senator James 
E. Murray (Dem.), Montana, pre- 
siding at the hearings in his home 
state. Murray remarked to the 
audience that the presentation 
may have seemed. one-sided and 
renewed the commission’s invita- 
tion to anyone who wished to 
take the stand. There was ad- 
vance public notice that the hear- 
ing was open to all comers. 

Repeatedly during the day, Sen- 
ator Murray asked witnesses 
whether it might remove some 
objection to MVA if it were 
called an agency or administra- 
tion instead of authority. The 
general reply was that it did not 
matter what name it used just 
so comprehensive action were 
taken. 

The only note of opposition 
came from two northern Montana 
farmers, officials of local irrigat- 
ing water corporations, one of 
them a state representative. They 
expressed fear that any new type 
of administration might have 
some undetermined adverse effect 
on their zealously guarded water 
rights. Murray suggested that they 
might have had needless fears 
aroused because of propaganda 
circulated by opponents of MVA. 
Lawrence pointed out that no 
agency coud set aside existing 
water rights without compensa- 
tion. 

The day’s first witness, the man- 
ager of the Great Falls Cham- 
ber of Commerce, surprised the 
gathering by criticizing the Inter- 
agency methods. He said better 
co-ordination and direction is de- 
sirable and, speaking for his or- 
ganization, said: 

“We think that a basin com- 
mission or administration could 
be set up for the management 
of the program, with adequate 
representation of the states, and 
under full control of Congress 
through requirement of securing 
from it all appropriations for the 
various agencies carrying out the 
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work.” He expressed fear of too

Critical or Interagency. 
The governor was critical of In- 
teragency, despite his membership 
thereon. Under commission inter- 
rogation, he said: “Interagency 
has no authority to say anything.

Witnesses who urged an MVA 
included Leif Erickson, a leader 
of the MVA movement and a for- 
mer judge of the Supreme Court 
of Montana; Don W. Chapman, 
president of the Montana Farm- 
ers’ Union; George S. Umber, 
president of the AFL Montana 
State Federation of Labor; John 
F. Dusak, president of the AFL 
and CIO central labor assembly 
at Great Falls, and a local officer 
of the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers Union at Butte, Mont. 

Others who called for some 
sort of unified central adminis- 
tration of a comprehensive pro- 
gram included P. J. Gilfeather, 
attorney for the Montana Farm- 
ers’ Union; State Agriculture 
Commissioner Alfred R. Ander- 
son, and the president and the 
manager of a large REA electric 
co-operative at Havre, Mont. The 
REA manager mentioned the dis- 
like of some persons for the térm 
“authority” and commented: 
“They can even call it Senator 
Murray’s Folly if they want, just 
so we get action.”

GIRLS’ ROOMS RADED

Police Battle Male Student Ins, 
vaders at Columbia U. and 
University of Miami. 


NEW YORK, May 16 (AP)— _ 
Male student spring raids on 
girls’ dormitories spread to Co- 
lumbia University here and the 
University of Miam? early today. 

At Columbia, police and spe- 
cial guards battled more. than 
1000 students for two hours to 
stem invasion of several dormi- 
tories of Barnard College on the 
university campus. 

Some of the men got into two 
of the dwellings and made off 
with female underwear. Some 
girls tossed brassieres and -pan- 
ties from their dormitory win- 
dows. Other girls dropped bags 
of water on male demonstrators. 

Male student “pantie raids” 
have been made recently at a 
number of -other schools; includ- 
ing the universities of Florida, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Purdue, Denver, 
and Otterbein College in Ohio. 

At the University of Miami 
early today, about 3000 men stu- 
dents raided. the Dickinson dormi- 
tories on the main campus. Po- 
lice and firemen used fire hoses 
to quell the demonstrators dur- 
ing the two-hour melee. 

In Cambridge, Mass.,-last night . 
some 1000 Harvard students got 
into the riot act but not over 
lingerie. A peaceful rally—a cam- 
paign to put a comie strip chare 
acter in the White House—erupt- 
ed into a fight when a rival group 
presented another comic strip 
character for the presidency. 

Before that demonstration end- 
ed, 28 students were arrested and 
three policemen were injured.

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
Only President Truman’s signa- 
ture was needed today to pro- 
duce a long-promised pay in- 
crease for the uniformed services. 

A compromise measure aimed 
at offsetting somewhat the higher 
cost of living whizzed through 
the House and Senate yesterday 
after months of disputes and de- 
lays, 

All those in the armed forces, 
expected to number about 3,500,- 
000 during the coming year, will 
get a 4 per cent boost in base 
pay, which is subject to taxes, 
and a 14 per cent increase in al- 
lowances for food and housing, 
which are not taxed. 


The increase will add an esti- 
mated $484,000,000 a year to the 
Government’s payroll. 

The measure was approved 333 
to 0 in the House and then Sen- 
ator Lyndon B. Johnson (Dem.), 
Texas, won Senate approval with- 
out objection. Only five of the 
95 other Senators were present. 
The compromise included most 
provisions of the bill previously 
passed by the Senate on a roll- 
call vote so that passage yester- 
day was a virtual mechanical pro- 
cess.

David Weintraub, a United Na- 
tions official, testified yesterday 
that Kaplan recently was fired 
from his U.N. job after refusing 
to answer questions of a New 
York grand jury about a spy ring. 
Kaplan’s dismissal is effective as 
of May 29, Weintraub said, and 
was ordered by U.N. Secretary 
General Trygve Lie. 

Weintraub and Kaplan were 
questioned by the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee. 

Kaplan said he was employed 
in the United Nations division of 
economic stability and develop- 
ment, of which Weintraub is the 
director. He announced right 
off, however, that he would re- 
fuse to testify about any other 
associations he has had with 
Weintraub on the ground that he 
might tend to incriminate him- 
self. 

Kaplan was asked if Weintraub 
had testified to anything that was 
false, so far as he knew. Again 
the witness refused to answer. 

Weintraub told the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee late 
yesterday that Kaplan had been 
fired from his U.N. job after re- 
fusing to answer when a New 
York grand jury asked him if 
he was a member of a spy ring. 

Kaplan, a former United States 


government employe, has been 
dismissed as of May 29 by U.N. 
Secretary General Trygve Lie, 
Weintrarb said.

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Truman Says He'd Be Honored 


To Be Missouri 
~ Take Part in 


Delegate, Won't 
Picking Nominee 


If He Attends Democratic Convention It 
Won’t Be Until After Candidate Has Been 
Chosen, He Emphasizes — Denies Dewey 
Charge He ‘Rigged’ Farm Prices’in 1948.

WASHINGTON, May 16. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN told a press conference late yesterday that 
he would consider it a high honor if the Democratic state con- 
vention named him a delegate to the national convention but 


hastened to add that he would not go to Chicago until after the 
presidential nominee had been selected. 
| Although -he did not say definitely that he would go to the 
, convention, he strongly indicated that he would be there with a 
good Democratic speech to start the whistle-stop campaign he plans 
| to make for the presidential nominee, whoever he is. 


| Responding to a question, he 
‘declined to say whether he fa- 
vored any particular candidate, 
observing that all those now in 
‘the field were good men. As 
to the campaign, he said that 
he would do what the Demo- 
cratic national chairman wanted 
him to do and would work as 
hard for the nominee as he had 
worked for himself in 1948. He 
added he was that kind of. a 
Democrat. 
Denies Dewey Charge. 

On the subject of the 1948 
campaign, he said with heat that 
there was not a word of truth 
in a charge by Gov. Dewey of 
New York that the Democratic 
Administration had “rigged” farm 
prices just before the November 
election. 

On a television news program 
last Sunday Dewey attributed his 
defeat to the drop of farm prices 
10 days before the election, claim- 
ing that this was done deliberate- 
ly by the Democrats to give farm- 
ers the idea that prices would go 
lower if the Republicans won. 

Truman said that Dewey knew 
that his charge was untrue—that 
it was just a political statement. 

Some farm prices did go down 
just before the election, notably 
corn and wheat, of which there 
were abnormally large _ crops. 
There was some distress selling 
because of lack of warehouse 
space. At the time, the Demo- 
crats claimed that the lack of 
warehouse’ space was due to the 
so-called “Slaughter amendment,” 
named after the former Demo- 
cratic Representative from Kansas 
City, now running for the sena- 
torial nomination. Many Repub- 
Jieans in Congress had supported 
this amendment which barred 
Government acquisition of stor-_ 
age space. : 

(In Albany, Dewey said in #. 
statement: “I regret to see that 
the President is again forgetting 
recent history, which seems to 
have become a habit of him. I 
refer him to the official reports 
of a decline in prices of wheat, 
corn, hogs and beans just before 
the election in 1948.” 

Introduces Lt. Gov. Blair. 

At the start of the press con- 

ference, Truman introduced the 
Lieutenant Governor of Missouri, 
James T. Blair, whom he called 
Jim. Referring to Blair’s burly 
physique he remarked that Blair 
was a fine looking fellow and 
that people should not tangle up 
with him. 
. There was a serious question 
about whether he would go to 
the Chicago convention as a dele- 
gate. In a jovial mood, he said 
that he had gone to all Demo- 
cratic conventions since his elec- 
tion to the Senate in 1934 but 
repeatedly emphasized that if he 
went this year it would be after 
the ticket had been named. 

A reporter wanted to know 
whether he had been a delegate 
to the 1948 convention that nom- 
inated him. He thought he had, 
but said this should be checked. 

He was not listed as a delegate 
or alternate at that convention. 

Alternate Would Vote. 

Truman said that if the state 
convention names him, his al- 
ternate would of course do the 
voting in the convention. Asked 
4f there were plans in Missouri 
to name him a delegate-at-large 
he said he didn’t know, and re- 
marked that the inquiry should be 
directed to Blair and others. 

After the conference, Blair 
told the Post-Dispatch that the 
state convention would “cer- 
tainly name him if the President 
wanted to go as a delegate.” 

Truman told reporters that he 
did not think it would be ethical 
for him to attend the conven- 
tion as a delegate because it 
would give the impression that 
he wanted to dominate it. He re- 
marked that he didn’t want to 
do that. He said later that a 
President has a little influence 
with a party convention if he 
eares to use it and doesn’t have 
to be on the scene. 

Any Candidate OK. : 

He said that any candidate 
nominated by the convention 
would be satisfactory to him and 
that he would abide by its de- 
cision. 

When a reporter asked him 
whether he would make as ex- 
tended a whistle-stop campaign 
as in 1948 he said he would not 
be able to make as many speeches 
because four years ago he had 
started in June. 

Another reporter inquired 
whether the Democratic national 
committee would have the money 
to finance another whistle-stop 
campaign. He was referring to 
the fact that a President must 
have an entire train fgr such pur- 


poses. 

Amid laughter, Truman said 
that the national committee is 
always complaining that it doesn’t 
have enough money and recalled 
that in 1948 there were, times 
when there was not enough money 
to get the campaign train out of 


He asked whether the report- 
ers would like to hear a remark- 
abie story how Garfield had been 
nominated in a convention where 
James G. Blaine and former 
President Grant were the prin- 
cipal contenders. He then told 
the familiar story of Garfield's 
speech to nominate some other 
fellow—he couldn’t remember his 
name. A reporter supplied the 
name, John Sherman. 

Truman said Hayes told the 
convention that Garfield had 
made such a good speech that 
he should be nominated and he 
was. This demonstrated, Tru- 
man said, that a President has a 
little influence at a party. con- 
vention. , 

A reporter asked Whether this 
episode was the reason Truman 
would not go to the convention 
until after the nominee had been 
chosen; was he afraid that he 
might be nominated? 

Truman said that Garfield had 
made a good speech and that he 
could not do that kind of talking. 
Then he branched off to observe 
that the rter—a man about 
40 years old—would remember 
that William Jennings Bryan had 
made a speech in 1896 that nom- 
inated himself, when one of the 
favored candidates was “Silver 
Dick” Bland of Missouri. Truman 
said that Bryan took the conven- 
tion by storm with just one 
speech. 

Some Answers Brief. 

On other questions Truman was 
less voluble. 

1. He said that he had not even 


read news accounts of Bernard M. 
Baruch’s charge Wednesday be- 
fore the War Industrial College 
here that the Administration is to 
blame for the steel crisis. 3 

2. He would not comment on 


\acting Attorney General Perl- 
‘man’s assertion to the Supreme 


Court in the steel seizure case 
that “we are at war” and that “‘we 
are in war conditions.” He said 
he would have nothing to say on 
this subject as long as the case 
was before the court. Asked for 
a description of the present situa- 
tion, he said that this country is 
trying to help the United Nations 
in preventing Communist aggres- 
sion, as it did in aiding Greece 
and Turkey and in running the 
Berlin airlift. 

3. He said that he knew nothing 
about the charge by Republican 
Senator Williams of Delaware 
that the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue had permitted several lend- 
ers of more than $400,000 to 
Democratic campaign committees 
to take income tax deductions on 
these loans as bad debts. He twice 
refused to discuss this question 
or whether he favored legislation 
to stop this procedure. 

4. The Koje island prisoner of 
war episode, involving the cap- 
ture and release of Brig. Gen. 
Dodd, he said, was being handled 
by the military and he could not 
discuss it. He had no comment on 
Korea except to say that the ar- 
mistice negotiations are still going 


on, 

Although he disavowed any 
present favor for any presidential 
candidate, he appeared keenly in- 
terested in the 1952 Democratic 


platform. He said it would be like 
the 1948 document, which in turn 
was like those of 1932, 1936, 1940 
and 1944. He said the Democratic 
program was still his Fair Deal, 
which was a fair deal for every 
segment of the country.

ported today that the pattern of 
“lofty” morals set by Joseph Stal- 
in saved a schoolgirl from becom- 
ing the child bride of a veterina- 
rian. 

“A veterinarian of a collective 
farm wanted to marry a 16-year- 
old pupil,” a commentator said. 

“When the secretary of the 
Komsomol youth organization 
learned that her friend was being 
forced to marry, she told her 
teachers. . . . The school united 
to protect the girl and refused to 
let her be taken away from 
school. 

“The prosecutor’s office is deal- 
ing with the organizers of the 
planned marriage.” 

The commentator said the “un- 
lucky veterinarian” complained in 
a note to -elatives: “Things did 
not turn out well. What a strong 
school!” 

Why was the school so strong? 
The commentator explained: “Be- 
cause of the lofty aims outlined 
by Comrade Stalin.”

ASHINGTON continues to 
say that “they” won't take 
Kefauver. 
Obviously the people of the 
United States are not meant by 
“they” since everywhere that the 
people get a chance to express 
themselves on the subject, it is 
proved that the Democratic Sena- 
tor from Tennessee looks aill 
right to them. : 
This is a fact, irksome as it 
may: be to his rivals, other Sena- 
tors and assorted political figures. 
These have retreated grudgingly 
from their earlier explanation that 
Kefauver was a television freak, 
but they are still baffled. 
A housewife who had listened 
to a long political discussion of 
issues and candidates said it was 
pretty simple to her. 
“I don’t know about all those 
policies, and I didn’t understand 
all that was said here,” she ex- 
plained, “but I do know right 
from wrong, and I know Senator 
Kefauver has been on the right 
side and has tried to clean up 
that situation in Washington.” 
Basic Nature of Appeal. 
Correspondents who have stu- 
died the Kefauver phenomenon 
naturally differ about the lady’s 
judgment. It is: generally agreed 
among them, however, that she 
correctly stated the basic nature 
of the Senator’s appeal. The fact 
that it is so basic and so simple 
is one of the things that make 
it hard for his opponents to fight 
it. There are no two sides to the 
Ten Commandments. 
Nevertheless, the “they” who 
won't take Kefauver exist. They 
are powerful, if relatively few in 
number, and they have reasons 
which seem.to them compelling 
for the stand they take. An as- 
sessment of ‘their position and 
chances for success must begin by 
telling who “they” are. 
They include one _ category 
whose reasons are not political 
and who are looking to no ad- 
vantage except that of their 
country. Plenty of sincere peo- 
ple can be found here and through 
the country who simply do not 
believe that Kefauver has had 
enough experience or shown 
enough stuff to qualify for the 
greatest office in the world. 
Machine Leaders Have Say. 
Within the Democratic party, 
among those in a position to exert 
influence on the nomination at 
Chicago, the anti-Kefauver forces 
include principally the leaders 
from the big city machines which 
dominate the pivotal states and 
the intellectuals who bellwether 
the independent voters and give 
voice most effectively to the 
party’s aspirations. 
With the South, labor, and mi- 
nority groups they make up the 
uneasy alliance which has cap- 
tured the presidency five succes- 
sive times. 
The South was supposed to have 
its candidate in Senator Richard 
B. Russell of Georgia. Prior to 
the Florida primary, “they” said

Middle East Command Problem 
Still Unsolved by West's Chiefs 


Start Soon. 


Breakdown in Anglo-Egyptian Talks Means 
Next Steps to Put Plan Into Motion Will

Middle East Command, 


The MEC project, sponsored 
jointly by the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Tur- 
key, has lain dormant for the 
past several months in the hope 
that Egypt and Britain would set- 
tle their dispute and thus clear 
the way for Egypt and possibly 
other Middle East countries to 
participate in the plan. But that 
hope has now been dashed, pri- 
marily because Britain has re 
fused to concede Egypt’s claims 
to the Sudan, 

Next Steps in Strategy. 
Consequently, the next moves 
in the long effort to swing the 
Middle East into the strategic 
planning of the West will begin 
soon. These moves, it is expected, 
will involve the creation of some 
sort of headquarters, probably lo- 
cated on the Island of Cyprus, 
to plan the protection of the 
Middle East against. possible So- 
viet attack. 

This process may well develop 
new problems and intensify old 
ones. For instance, the British 
are plainly anxious to see a closer 
relationship between the MEC 
and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization than the United 
States wants. 

It is clear that the British view 
the Mediterranean and the Suez 
canal as the main lifeline of the 
Commonwealth and, consequently, 
they think of the naval and mili- 
tary problems involved there in 
terms of keeping that line open. 
The United States, on the other 
hand, appears to regard the Medi- 
terranean primarily as a base of 
operations for aircraft carriers 
whose planes would attack Russia 
from the southern flank. The 


American emphasis is on coun-/the Allies.

Severe Growing Pains. 

The Middle East Command also 
seems headed for severe growing 
pains. It now seems inevitable 
that the original design will have 
to be set aside and a new one 
drawn up; it is reasonably cer- 
tain that the countries of the 
Middle East will not co-operate 
in the way that had been hoped. 

Thus the command, when it is 
set up, will start out in an un- 
comfortably cramped position, its 
function will be restricted pri- 
marily to paper planning, It will 
have relatively few forces, mostly 
British, possibly a good number 
of Turks and maybe a few 
French. Present indications are 
there will be no organized Amer- 
ican forces in the command: 
American staff officers will help 
in the paper work only. More- 
over, it is clear that the relation- 
ship of the MEC to NATO must 
be settled before the planners 
can begin to produce anything of 
substance. 


The first consequence of the 
breakdown in the Anglo-Egyptian 
talks is expected to be a gradual 
reduction of the British forces in 
the Suez Canal Zone. Those 
forces now number more than 
50,000 and their reduction may 
conceivably improve relations be- 
tween Cairo and London. How- 
ever, if they are reduced too 
much, the more rabid Egyptian 
nationalists may be tempted to 
try to drive the remainder out of 
the country. If that were to hap- 
pen a crisis of the most danger- 
ous consequences would burst on

Item: Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action are the bugbear of 
all Southerners and other con- 
servative Democrats. In the past, 
not even Harry F. Byrd hated the 
A.D.A. more than Harry S. Tru- 
man since the A.D.A. suggested 
that the President had better not 
run again in 1948, yet ‘Truman 
has now consented to give the 
main speech at the A.D.A. con- 
a in Washington this week- 
end. 

He is expected to deliver what 
has been described as “a real 
rip-snorter,” denouncing any 
Democratic tendencies toward 
compromise or conservatism. 

Item: The President’s first 
choice for keynoter of the Demo- 
cratic national convention was 
Senator Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota, another ex-pet hate of 
Truman’s. The President used to 
detest Humphrey because Hum- 
phrey defeated White House plans 
for a two-faced civil rights plank, 
persuading the 1948 convention 
to give all-out endorsement to the 
FEPC. Naturally, southern Dem- 
ocrats also waste no love on Hum- 
phrey, 

For this reason, Chairman 
Frank McKinney of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee tried 
hard to persuade Truman to key- 
note the national convention him- 
self. Truman refused. McKin- 
ney has now persuaded Truman 
to change his mipd on Humphrey, 
anti Gov. Paul Dever of Massachu- 
setts has been named keynoter in- 
stead. 

Yet, that Humphrey was Tru- 
man’s first choice is in itself sig- 
nificant, the more so because 
Humphrey is currently organizing 
the pro-FEPC bloc of northern 


States. The object is to have a 
ready-made convention majority 
which will ‘automatically repeat 
the 1948 decision against a civil 
rights compromise. There is 
every reason to believe that this 
time Truman will support Hum- 
phrey. If so, the riot squads may 
be needed to keep the southern 
“ams from committing may¢ 
em. 

Item: W. Averell Harriman, 
who is the candidate currently 
favored at the White House, has 
been carrying on a real Fair-Deal- 
all-the-way campaign. Harriman 
has made it plain that he places 
his chief reliance on the support 
of the labor groups. *He has in¢ 
dorsed the FEPC without serious 
qualifications. , ; 

There is more here than meets 
the eyé. Harriman not only be- 
came an avowed candidate with 
the President’s blessing, but he 
has also consulted the President 
with regularity since the ane 
nouncement of his candidacy. 

Thus it may be assumed that 
the Harriman strategy has the 
President’s full approval. 

Furthermore, Harriman is plain- 
ly ceasing to be the negligible 
political factor that he was when 
he made his announcement. He 
has hardly become a great orator, 
but he has shown courage, energy 
and determination. This showing 
has impressed a good many of 
the northern politicians, and what 
may be described as contingent 
pledges to Harriman are being 
made by such leaders as Mayor 
David Lawrence of Pittsburgh. 
Gov. Stevenson has also promised 
to try to hold the Illinois dele- 
gation for Harriman despite the 
declaration for Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver by Illinois Senator Paul 
Douglas. 

In short, nothing but a Repub- 
lican nomination of Senator Taft, 
with a subsequent draft-Stevenson 
movement among the Democrats, 
is now likely to reunite tre in-

James B. Conant, president of Har- 

_ vard University, is in our city. We at 

_$t. Louis University have found his 

_ recent utterances thoroughly incredible,

. like to address this expression of greet- 
ing to the gentleman from Cambridge. 


If words are still the vehicles for con- 
. veying ideas, we find both astounding 
and .astonishing the statement of Mr. 
Conant that “The greater the proportion 
of our youth who attend independent 
schools, the greater the threat to our 
democratic unity.” Its unvarnished di- 
rectness can admit of but one interpre- 
tation.

Mr. Conant is acting with unjustifi- 
able arbitrariness should he say that he 
is referring only to elementary or sec- 
ondary schools, and not to colleges or 
universities. The level of the school 
refers only to the advancement of the 
pupil, not to principle or policy. Of 
course, he is drawing one of the world’s 
top educational salaries from an inde- 
' pendent college. That consideration 
might enter into the matter. But Har- 
- vard recruits a very substantial part of 
its student body from independent 
schools. 
There are six very simple questions 
- which we at St. Louis University and all 
our affiliated primary and secondary 
schools—we who are a threat to the 
democratic unity of our land—would 
like to ask Mr. Conant. In this part of 
America, we have not only a passionate 
love for our native land, but a long rec-’ 
ord of unselfish service as well, and we 
do not like to be classified as a threat 
to our country.

First, the cornerstone of that which 
{fs most worthy of preservation in our 
democracy is found in the opening sen- 
tences of our matchless Declaration of 

- Independence. 

No finer political statement has come 
from the mind of man. I refer to the 
passage beginning, “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident. .. .” 

That brief paragraph contains three 
truths and contains them unmistakably 
—the existence of God, of a divine nat- 
ural law which all men are obliged to 
obey, and of an unchanging standard of 
right and wrong. 

Is an institution inimical to America’s 
democracy if it is loyal to those truths? 
Do the public schaols of America cher- 
ish a fidelity to those truths like unto 
that so highly prized by the independent 
schools which Mr. Conant condemns? 


Second, we Americans feel an abid- 
{ng sense of gratitude for the presence 
of George Washington at the time of 
our national birth. The finest statement 
of his incomparable Farewell Address is 
the following: 

Of all the habits and dispositions 
which tend to political prosperity, 
religion and morality are indispen- 
sable supports. And let us with 
caution indulge the supposition that 
morality can be sustained without 
religion. Whatever may be con- 
ceded to the influence of refined 
education on minds of peculiar 
structure, reason and experience 
both forbid us to expect that na- 
tional morality can prevail in exclu- 
sion of religious principles. 

Are those institutions a threat to our 
democratic unity which strive sincerely 
to live in the spirit of that sage advice 
of the worthy father of our country?

Third. the Supreme Court. of the 
United States is the sovereign constitu- 
tional authority of the land.

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The People or the Bosses? 

Prospects for the adoption of Senator Paul 
Douglas’ plan for nation-wide presidential 
primaries this year declined sharply when a 
majority of the country’s governors declared 
themselves against it. The opinion of the 
governors had been sought by the Senate Rules 
Committee as a guide for its action on the 
proposal. 

The most valid arguments against the Douglas 
bill are the shortness of the time left before 
the July conventions, and the fact that a number 
of states have already held primaries or in other 
ways instructed their convention delegates. But 
there seems to us no valid objection to the Vasic 
purpose of the Douglas plan._ 

New York’s Gov. Thomas E. Dewey said that 
he is reluctant to have primaries in each of the 
48 states influence “the terribly important 
problem of the selection of the nominees for 


, President.” That is like saying that the people 


should have no voice in the selections; that 
these Dad better be left, as they now are, to the 
political party bosses. . 

Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson raised a more realistic 
difficulty when he said that many prospective 
nominees are likely to be public officials and 
that it would be difficult for them to campaign 
in all 48 states. That, however, is hardly neces- 
sary in this age of newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision. Senator Taft and Senator Kefauver, for 
example, have become well known to voters in 
all parts of the country even though they have 
campaigned only in key states. Even after he 
is nominated, a presidential candidate does not 
contemplate speeches in all parts of the union. 

There is no constitutional warrant for the 
present convention or smoke-filled-room system 
of picking presidential nominees, nor is it a 
very impressive demonstration of democracy. 
Country-wide, state-conducted primaries would 
obviously be more satisfactory, except perhaps to 
politicians more interested in their own success 
than in the desires of the electorate. 

So even if Congress should decide that it {is 
too latesto adopt the Douglas plan this year, 
some action looking to the future should Be 
taken. This might well take the form of 
mitting to the voters the constitutional a 


tory and binding on convention delegates. 
Submitting it to the people would at least give 
them a chance to say whether they want to pick 
their own candidates, or whether they are con- 
tent to have the bosses do the job for them. 
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Barkley Goes Too Far 


Was it un-American for the steel industry to 
decline to accept the recommendations of the 
Wage Stabilization Board? Vice President Bark- 
ley says so. He told the steelworkers’ convention 
that in rejecting the WSB proposals the steel 
industry had behaved as badly as a defendant 
who defied the verdict of a jury. 

The Vice President*must have forgotten that 
the WSB never has been ‘given jurisdiction to 
arbitrate labor disputes. It has power to recom- 
mend a settlement, and that is all. In the steel 
case either side would have been fully within 
its rights in rejecting the recommendations. 

Mr. Barkley may legitimately question the 
wisdom of the steel industry’s rejection, or le- 
gitimately argue the justice of the WSB pro- 
posaJs. But to condemn the industry as unpatri- 
otic for exercising the option accorded both to 
it and to the union is carrying zeal too far. 
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Unity in the Armed Services 

“Unity-Strength-Freedom.” This is the theme 
of Armed Forces day, which will be marked 
Saturday in St. Louis and throughout the coun- 
try by speeches, open house programs and pub- 
lie demonstrations designed to show how well 
the postwar unification of our fighting forces is 
working out. 

It would be foolish to pretend that inter- 
service rivalry is a thing of the past, or that the 
spirit of the Unification Act has been accepted 
without reservation by even the diehards, or 
that the job is done and that the Defense De- 
partment is one big happy family. 

There are still reports of Army-Navy-Air Force 
bickering over which service shall play a pre- 
dominate role in the use of atomic weapons. 
There are indications that ‘purchasing policies 
could stand greater unification. And separate 
uniforms are worn by members of the variéus 
branches as constant reminders of the old way 
of operating. 

Yet, when put to the test-of Korea, unification 
has been a success. Co-operation between air, 
sea and ground commands has been full and 
free. All units have worked as a team, and great- 
er results have been. accomplished with less 
waste than in similar operations in World War II. 

As Gen. Eisenhower said several years ago, 
and as the vast majority of our commanders 
now realize, “There is fo such thing as a separate 
air war, as a separate ground war and as a 
separate sea war or logistic war or any other.” 
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A Fortunate Appointment 

Washington University brings an adornment to 
its faculty in the appointment of Thomas Hop- 
kinson Eliot as head of its department of politi- 
cal science. 

A graduate of Harvard and a former student 
at Cambridge University, England, Mr. Eliot is 
a Boston lawyer who has both taught and prac- 
ticed the science of government. His practice 
came in the national House of Representatives, 
where he served 10 years ago, and in several 
administrative agencies in Washington, including 
the Departments of Interior and Labor, the 
Social Security Board, the War Labor Board and 

«the Office of Strategic Services. Of interest also 
is the fact that he is a member of the family 
which included William Greenleaf Eliot, founder 
of Washington University, and Charles William 
Eliot, one of the great presidents of Harvard. 

Prof. Arnold Johnson Lien, the very able as 
well as overly modest political science chairman 
at Washington University for nearly 30 years, 
has the satisfaction of knowing that he has a 
worthy successor. And it is not always that 
one good man follows another in the academic 
world any more than elsewhere. 
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Slots Out of Storage 

Missouri’s slot machines are coming out of 
storage. But thanks to the Chamier anti- 
gambling law, they appear headed for swift 
destruction under the sledgehammer. 

The Chamier law, designed to complement a 
federal statute prohibiting interstate transporta- 
tion of the one-arm bandits, outlaws the sale, 
storage, possession or transportation of gaming 
devices within the state. It. becomes effective 
late in July, Yet significantly its weight is being 
felt even. now. | 

In St. Joseph, for example, storage firms have 
informed thase groups owning the devices that 
they must be removed from warehotises before 
the law goes into effect, This has put the

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Throwing Away Defense Oil 

With House passage of the conference bill giv- 
ing the states title to a strip of sea-floor off their 
coasts, the great national domain of oil in these 
submerged lands is in danger of passing out of 
control of the nation. 

Again the House has passed the bill by a large 
enough majority to override a veto, as it did six 
years ago. But when President Truman vetoed 
that earlier bill, 49 members who had voted for 
it refused to vote to override thé veto, and the 
President was sustained. It is touch-and-go 
whether a veto would be overridden this time by 
the House, or by the Senate, which last month 


passed a similar bill and since has ironed out its 


differences: with the lower chamber. 


Only one thing appears certain: If this last 


vast national-defense reserve of oil within reach 
of the continental United States is kept in the 
national domain, the handful of state govern- 
ments that seek to arrogate it to their own ex- 
clusive use will be even less disposed than be- 
fore to consider defeat as final. 

The issue would then be fought out most furi- 
ously in the coming presidential campaign, in 
which it will be a vital issue in any circum- 
stance. As long as a veto stands in the way of 
the raid on offshore oil, those who wish to con- 
summate the raid will be interested in installing 
a President who will not interpose the veto. 

Regardless of what the President does, the 
same responsibility rests upon the houses of 
Congress to safeguard the national interest. It 
takes more courage than usual to go on record 
with a vote in as controversial an issue as this 
in a presidential year, but for that reason it 
is all the more important for those who have 
the courage to use it. 


Congress would not take airplanes and tanks 


and warships required for the defense of our 
shores, and give them away to a few states—why 
should it do so with the oil necessary to operate 
those airplanes and tanks and warships? 
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Dr. Conant on Foreign Aid 

President Conant of Harvard makes the case 
succinctly and tellingly for protecting the mu- 
tual security aid bills against crippling slashes. 
As the educator says, serious cuts in the aid we 
provide our democratic allies will “serve notice 
on the world that we are uncertain as to our de- 
termination” to resist Communist aggression. 

The head of,our eldest university reads a les- 
son in economy to the Senators and Representa- 
tives who favor deep cuts as election year “Sav- 
ings.” Describing the money thus spent as part 
of our own defense expenditure, Dr. Conant says: 


It provides military power at a fraction of 
the cost that would be involved if the same 
power were developed here at home. 


For example, the annual maintenance cost 
of an infantry division in the United States 
is about $160,000,000 as compared with 
$50,000,000 for a European division of rough- 
ly equal strength. We pay all of the former 
and at most a small part of the latter. 


Are we going to pull out once more as we did 
after World War I and again after World War II, 
when we dismantled our great defense machine 
in Europe, almost overnight? That will be the 
surest way to lose our allies on one side and to 
encourage our potential enemies on the other. 

When men like James B. Conant see the issue 
clearly why do politicians becloud it so—unless 
it is because they are willing to play politics 
with grave international danger?

For Light in Government 


Senator Blair. Moody of Michigan has been 
put in charge of an investigation into President 
Truman’s security order on Government infor- 
mation, and we hope he is given his head. The 
investigation ought to explore not only this new- 
est venture in censorship, but the whole broad 
field of secrecy in federal affairs. 

In the current issue of Look magazine, Wash- 
ington Correspondents Richard Wilson and Clark 
Mollenhoff tell why. Their thesis is that the 
greatest single source of corruption is secrecy in 
public affairs. They write: 

The hush-hush creates the climate in 
which corruption flourishes. There is not a 
single shady transaction of the hundreds 
that have been revealed that did not depend 
on its being carried out without public 
knowledge. Administrative orders and prac- 
tices of the great executive departments are 
perfectly designed to create such an at- 
mosphere. ~ 
The Casey tanker deal, according to Wilson 

and Mollenhoff, was possible because the Mari- 
time Administration received applications for 
and decided the allocation of surplus ships in 
secrecy. Gangsters were able to invade the 
liquor business because every stage of federal 
liquor licensing is ‘“‘carried on in the dark.” 

Extreme interpretations of Internal Revenue 
Bureau regulations have converted secrecy in- 
tended to protect taxpayers into secrecy that 
protects fixers. Military secrecy, according to 
Wilson and Mollenhoff, is “farcical in so many 
of the aspects that re-examination is justified.” 

Senator Moody, as former Washington cor- 
respondent of the Detroit News, should be ideal- 
ly equipped to head the investigation into these 
matters. He must knéw at first hand the diffi- 
culty of getting public information about the 
publiec’s business, and his experience in Gov- 
ernment should give him a balancing awareness 
of officialdom’s side of the case. 
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Senator McCarran Is Insulted 


Senator McCarran of Nevada is in a huff over 
his immigration bill. He refused to answer ques- 
tions about the bill from Senators Lehman of 
New York, Benton of Connecticut and Douglas 
of Illinois, He told them their proposal to send 
the bill ‘back to his Judiciary Committee would 
be an insult—and Senator McCarran is not used 
to insults. 

It is about time, however, that other Senators 
saw to it that McCarran could not appoint him- 
self the senatorial custddian of patriotism and 
guardian against aliens: His prejudices have 
been too evident in other legislation. And his 
immigration bill, and one already passed by the 
House, contain too many traces of racism and 
too much discrimination against aliens who 
might seek hope and refuge in this traditional 
haven, the United States. : 

Senator McCarran’s oppofients will try to sen 
the bill back to committee, and barring that, 
they may offer 150 amendments to it. Senator 
Lehman also has proposed a substitute which 
is preferable in every particular. This is a par- 
ticularly good time to force consideration of a 
reasonable bill, because the immigration code 


“has needed reform for 20 years. Congress should 


not miss the opportunity to do a good job.

This unique proceeding takes the form 
of a series of questions and answers; most 
of the questions are so generously phrased 
that it is often difficult to tell the prosecu- 
tion from the defense. Nevertheless, the 
material is not entirely unrevealing. This 
interchange occurs: 


Q. How about the claim that you have 
used congressional immunity to smear in- 
nocent people? 


McCARTHY: This is the type of general 
statement made by men like Drew Pearson 
and publications such as Time magazine, 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, the Milwaukee 
Journal, etc. and also the official organ of 
the Communist party, The Daily Worker. 
However, they all refuse to name a single 
person whom they claim I have smeared. 
If by exposing Communists I have smeared 
them, then the district attorney who con- 
victs a murderer and his accomplice is also 
guilty of “smearing” “innocent” people. 


Thus, in the course of a single reply in- 


dignantly denying that he ever “smeared” 
anybody, McCarthy manages once again to 
link his anti-Communist journalistic oppo- 
nents with the Communists; to repeat the 
lie that his critics have never named inno- 
cent victims of his crusade—such as 
George Marshall; and to suggest that his 
sole mission has been the exposure of 
“Communists” when actually such men as 
Marshall have been his major targets. 

In the cloud of rhetoric McCarthy ob- 
scures the initial question—that time and 
again he has depicted men as traitors on 
the floor of the Senate and then carefully 
altered his language off the floor to evade 
charges of libel. The whole McCarthy com- 
pound of falsehood, half-truth and double- 
talk is all there. 

Cosmopolitan publishes a forlorn editor's 
comment in the front of this issue. De- 
scribing McCarthy’s answers as “some im- 
portant footnotes” to his controversial ca- 
reer, the magazine adds: “Space, unfortu- 
nately, prevents printing detailed documen- 
tation.” That, it seems, must wait until 
Joe’s story is published in book form. 

The McCarthy formula is unchanged: 
charges now, documentation “later.” 


Water, Water Everywhere

It is in the enchanting Rhyme of the 
Ancient Mariner we find the best descrip- 
tion of sea water as undrinkable: 


Day after day, day after day, 

We stuck, nor breath, nor motion; 
As idle as a painted ship 

Upon a painted ocean. 


Water, water, everywhere, 

And all the boards did shrink; 
Water, water, everywhere, 
- Nor any drop to drink, 


Now, comes out of the never empty 
cornucopia of science news that sea water 
is at last conquered and can, with a sim- 
ple electric current and a single piece of 
equipment, be made drinkable or fit for 
irrigation. 

It is certainly one of the great discov- 
eries of our time and, depending on who 
uses it first, may determine the political 
future of the world. Men are moved first 
of all by hunger. It is the prime motive 
of mankind. 

The American Research and Develop- 
ment Corp. has announced that electrical 
energy, in conjunction with new synthetic 
membranes, will separate the salts and 
minerals from sea water and allow two 
streams, one fresh and one salt, to flow 


from the equipment. The fresh water may 
be used for ordinary purposes and the 
brine may be further employed in the ex- 
traction of salt, magnesium and other 
chemicals. ; 

This offers enormous possibilities, espe- 
cially in the Middle East and other areas 
of Asia which for centuries have had des- 
ert land which needed only water to blos- 
som. The new country of Israel, for exam- 
ple, has the great Nagev desert area which 
is not true desert, but grows foods, espe- 
cially vegetables, if irrigated. All about it 
are eroded, desert lands in the ancient 
Biblical nations. They, too, can use this 
water, since their own water table is not 
sufficient. 

Our own Western states, California, and 
others farther from the sea, can bring in 
this water through aqueducts and employ 
it to bring in more arable land for use 
by our own growing population. 

The sea has robbed us for centuries be- 
cause we have allowed too much of our 
own water to rush through abused fields 
into our rivers and thence to the seas. 
Now, we can begin to bring it back and 
to make use of it to restore long lost lands 
to replenish the world’s food baskets. _ 

It is altogether one of the most excit- 
ing stories of our time.

The Price of Love 


THIS DEAR ENCOUNTER, by Catherine Hutter. (Henry: 

Holt, 313 pgs., $3.) 

Ivan’s statement in Dostoevski’s “The 
Brothers Karamazov” is the theme for this 
novel. “Imagine that you are creating a 
fabric of human destiny with the object 
of making men happy... . giving them 
peace and rest at last, but that it was 
essential and inevitable to torture to death 
only one tiny creature ... and to found 
that edifice on its unavenged tears, would 
you consent to be the architect on those 
conditions?” 

The theme is a big one and Miss Hutter 
tries valiantly to bring it off, but the 
characters are not as strongly defined as 
the theme. That is not to say that the 
novel is not worth 
reading, it is. It’s a 
book with family con- 
flicts as its central 
motivation — reject- 
ed child, deserted 
wife, divorce. 

Thail Cummings, 
rejected by her actor 
father, grows up to 
be a great and tal 
ented actress; but al- 
though her career 
is satisfying, she 
searches for the love

Catherine Hutter tion. Philip Tanner, 
a doctor, furnishes that love, but he is 
married to a childishly weak woman who 
is the “tiny creature.”

But from the time that Miss Hutter 
lets Pearl Harbor provide the doctor his 
escape from his family ties, rather than 
have him face the situation itself, he 
ceases to be a character that you really 
care anything about. The wife and daughter 
and Thail are the central characters.

attraction. Thail has everything but the. 


love she most wants. The child, drawn 
into the Cummings orbit, becomes Thail’s

It is interesting ‘to note that Philip 
Tanner, believing himself to be the strong

understanding. 

Miss Hutter is best when she is describ- 
ing dramatic scenes and work of children 
on the stage. This beauty of detail is 
easily understood with a swift examination 
of the author’s background. She was born 
in Germany, educated in the United States, 
returned to Europe to study ballet and 
danced with the Anna Pavlova Company 
until she married. She then turned her 
attention to giving children’s ballets in 
Berlin. With the rise to power of the 
Hitler regime, Miss Hutter escaped to the 
United States and is living here now.

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall said 
ay the Canadian government 
has agreed to approve a $10 per 
ton increase in the. export price 
of newsprint. The boost was re- 


quested by Canadian manufac- |: 


turers. 


Arnall said Canadian represen- 
tatives informed him the rise 
would go into effect June 15, in- 
creasing the price of newsprint 
from Canada, delivered in New 
York, to $126 a ton. 


About 90 per cent of the paper 


used by American publishers is | 


imported from Canada. , 
Arnall said Ke objected to the 
Canadian government and urged 


that the requested increase be | 
denied. 


Will Ruin Many, Arnall Says. 

Arnall protested that “this ad- 
ditional cost increase will drive 
many small American newspapers 
out of business.” 

Arnall said the increase would, 
of course, boost the cost of pub- 
lishing newspapers and other 
publications in this country. The 
increase is the second by Cana- 
dian manufacturers within a year. 

Over the protest of Michael V. 
DiSalle, ‘former Office of Price 
Stabilization director, the Cana- 
dian government authorized a $10 
per ton boost for newsprint ef- 
fective last July 1. 

Charles McCahill, president of 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, said in Cleveland 
the new $10 boost would be a 
“most serious matter for every 
newspaper and I am afraid that 
it will move many newspapers 
from the black into the red.” . 

It is estimated the new price 
will increase United States newse 
paper costs $45,000,000 a year. 

The Canadians gave two reasons 
for the increase, Arnall -said: <A 
difference in the exchange rate 
of the American and Canadian 
dollars since last July and further 
cost increases for Canadian manu- 
facturers. 

He said that last July the price 
of newsprint from Canada was 
$116. That amount of money was 
equal to $123.40 in Canadian dol- 
lars. He said that today $116 in 
American money will bring only 
$113.50 in Canadian money. 

‘ U.S. Action May Be Sought. * 

Representatives of Amer‘can 
newspaper publishers said they 
may ask the United States Gov- 
ernment to take some action. 

In Congress, Senator Edwin C. 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, told a 
reporter he has suggested to 
Arnall that a study be under- 
taken to see whether the United 


States “should retaliate by upping | 
the price of sulphur, which these | 


newsprint producers must. get 
from us.” Johnson is chairmar 
of the Senate Interstate and Fo: 
eign Commerce Committee. H

In this case, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment has simply stated that it 
will not interfere with the pro- 
posed increase by Canadian pro- 
ducers.

A GOOD MANY of Sterling’s films occupy the 
unenviable position of filling time and keeping a 
station on the air while the citizenry, by and large, 
are off iooking at another channel. Sterling’s 
best-known show, ‘King’s Crossroads,” for in- 
stance, is up against two of the highest rated shows 
on the air—Ed Sullivan’s “Toast of the Town” and 
the “Colgate Comedy Hour.” Still, it draws down 
en 8 or 9 rating because there are always some 
people who prefer volcanoes to Ed Sullivan. 

One thing Turell discovered is that people have 
to get an advance pitch to stay tuned. If you tell 
the customers they are about to see a day in the 
life of a chorus girl (one of the Sterling films), 
he'll hang around. Otherwise, he'll go chasing 
Ed Sullivan. Before each film there is a little sales 
talk on Wwhat’s coming up. 

Sterling also asks the audience what it wants to 
gee. If it wants films on bees making a hive or on 
totem poles, Sterling can supply them. These are 
what might be described as fill-ins—one-shot films 
to fill a specific hole in the day’s programming. 
But Turell also supplies regular programs out of 
its vast, unlikely stock of ready-made film, chiefly 
by dreaming up a title. A lot of films which might 
conceivably interest women are packaged and sold 
as a series under the name “The Feminine Touch” 
-—though they may have been produced separately 
thousands of miles apart by people who never 
heard of each other. 
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STERLING NOW SELLS its films to 108 of the 
109 TV stations in this country. Far from dwindling, 
the demand is increasing year by year, the com- 
pany’s gross jumping from $100,000 to $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 in three years. People not only can take 
an indefinite amount of film but never tire of the 
gam? film. One Sterling picture, ‘‘Sandy,” has been 
shown in New York alone 37 times without arousing 
any great storm of protest.

Slick Spy Drama 
OST spy movies rely on dangerous situations stretched 
Me utmost tension for their effects. “FIVE MINGERS,” 
at the FOX THEATER, has its measure of suspense and 
a chase in the bargain. But its real and distinctive quality is 
in its polished and dryly ironic examination 
of the espionage activities of a cool and suave 
scoundrel played with meticulous finesse by 
James Mason. 
The film is based on the factual account, 
“Operation Cicero,” by L. C. Moyzisch, intel- 
ligence attache during World War II at the 
German embassy at Ankara, Turkey, which 
told how Moyzisch and SS agents bought microfilms of most- 
secret British documents from the valet to the British ambas- 
sador to Turkey. The ostensible price was $1,200,000 in British 
notes, which would have made “Cicero,” as the valet was code- 
named, the highest paid spy in history, except that most of 
the notes turned out to be counterfeit. 

The Germans, on the other hand, suspected the docu- 
ments to be plants by the British Secret Service, and never 
made use of them, including details of Allied Balkan bomb- 
ing plans, the Teheran conference, the wooing of Turkey for 
the Allied cause, and, most amazing, information on the Nor- 
mandy invasion. “Cicero” disappeared when the situation got 
too hot to handle, but turned up in Turkey when this movie 
was filmed there by Director Joseph L. Mankiewicz, applying 
unsuccessfully for a job, and recently was arrested whlie 
giving a vocal concert. 

To the factual background Scripter Michael Wilson has 
added some logical fictional touches;, a dispossessed Polish 
countess (Danielle Darrieux), once Cicero’s employer, who 
plays him for a-.fool; a suspenseful situation in which Cicero 
is caught by a burglar alarm while rifling the British ambas- 
sador’s safe; a chase after him by murderous German agents, 
once he has delivered his final document, and by British 
agents who want to savé him for questioning; and an O. 
Henryish denouement in Rio de Janeiro. 

The bold operations of the rascal Cicero, the political 
jealousy between German Ambassador Von Papen, Foreign 
Minister Von Ribbentrop and SS General Kaltenbrunner, the 
game of cross and double-cross, are woven into a slick and 
fascinating yarn. Walter Hampden as the British Ambassador, 
Oscar Karlweis as the nervous, mousy Moyzisch, Michael Ren- 
nie as a casual British agent, and John Wengraf as Von 
Papen are all sufficiently expert. . 

If “Five Fingers” is fresh, intriguing and unusual, no 
such charge could be laid against the co-feature, “THE BAT- 
TLE AT APACHE PASS.” Here we have Jeff Chandler ham- 
ming again as Cochise, the noble Apache chief, while John 
Lund is a cavalry major and Cochise’s friend. Those vil- 

lains of many a Western, the bloodthirsty Geronimo and the 
conniving politician from Washington, set the friends at each 
other’s throats for some puny battles, interspaced with stock 
situations and stilted Indian-talk dialogue. Economy must have 
been the watchword for the film. Cochise’s vaunted Chiri- 
cahua braves seem to number no more.than 50. Hand-to-hand 
fights between Cochise and a couple of rebellious Apaches are 
handled in the customary judo style of the Hollywood pro- 
fessional doubles. It’s a shame to waste the beautiful Techni- 
color scenic shots on tripe like this. 


Effervescent Humor 
“ANYTHING CAN HAPPEN,” at the SHADY OAK and 
PAGEANT gives us to understand that all Georgians (from 
Russian Georgia, that is) are slightly mad. Some of its do- 
mestic scenes in a New York boarding house and, later a 
California ranch, both full of Georgian im- 
migrants, bear much of the cockeyed humor 
of “You Can’t Take It With You,” plus the 
sentimental quaintness and warmth of “I 
Remember Mama,” all deftly handled by Di- 
rector-Writer George Seaton. 


The film was made from the more or less 
biographical novel by George and Helen Papashvily. Jose 
Ferrer plays Papashvily from the day he greets the Statue of 
Liberty with his only English words, “How do you do?” to 
the time he makes Helen (Kim Hunter), a gunny court-stenog- 
rapher from California, so overcome by his naivete and sin- 
certty that she agrees to marry him. Ferrer does a wonderful 
job, artfully mixing some really funny situations with likable 
gaucherie, effervescent quixotism, and artfully worked senti- 
ment. His tussle on a crowded bus with a bundle of expanding 
quick-rising dough is worthy of Charlie Chaplin. Miss Hunter 
has a radiant naturalness which I found appealing. Kurt Kasz- 
nar, Oscar Beregi and Eugenia Leontovitch are particularly 
good as other Georgians. I think you'll find the whole — 
an intriguing and amusing lot. 


Convict Pranks 
_ After all these years of prison movies with all having 
variations of substantially the same plot, it’s a relief to have 
something a little different in “MY SIX CONVICTS” at 
LOEW’S STATE. It is based on the best-seller by Donald 
Powell Wilson, which drew charges that Dr. 
Wilson did some fictionalizing of his experi- 
ences as a prison psychologist. Whether it 
bears the imprint of dramatic license or not, 
the film still is an entertaining one with some 
insight into the characters of a small group 
of the prisoners. 

Most of the incidents are humorous, but 
there is always the shadow of brutality in the background as 
five of the six convicts who are Dr. Wilson’s assistants at first 
tolerate him with off-hand contempt, then are persuaded by 
his enthusiasm for his work to become interested in it too.. 
The sixth one, a psychopathic killer, tries to use him as a shield 
for a prison break. Although the convicts are never presented 
as more than the individuals they are, there is a tendency to 
treat their exploits too sympathetically, perhaps, to fall too 
readily in with their point of view, to submerge or gloss over 
criminal natures of some of them. 

‘The most vivid characterizations are by Millard Mitchell 
as Connie, the glib angle-shooter; Gilbert Roland as the tough, 
egocentric racketeer and killer, and Jay Adler as a pathetic 
failure who finds a haven in prison life. John Beal plays the 
psychologist as nervously 4s if he actually were on tenterhooks 

over his explosive charges. 


Putting the Heart in Texas 

“RETURN OF THE TEXAN” at the MISSOURI is a rather 
simple little film about how a widower goes back to the 
dilapidated old Texas homestead with Grandpa and his two 
small sons, struggles to scratch a living from the soil and final- 
ly falls in love with the bright-eyed miss from the prosperous 
ranch next door. No great shakes as drama, but there is a cer- 
tain honesty and naturalness about it that makes it pleasant. 
Dale Robertson is a good rugged specimen as the widower, 
Joanne Dru makes a nice heroine, and Walter Brennan con- 
tributes another first-rate character job as Grandpa, with a 
poignant death scene. 

The co-feature, “WAIT ’TIL THE SUN SHINES, NELLIE,” 
isn't exactly what you’d suppose, a Technicolor musical with 
_ old-time songs. The color is there, and a few barber-shop 
' quartets, but it is really a sudsy drama about the hard life and 
times of a small-town barber. 

We follow David Wayne through 50 years of progress and 
intermittent tragedy. His wife Nellie, (Jean Peters) and 
friend, (Hugh Marlowe) get killed in a train wreck after she 


runs away with Hugh to Chicago, a place she always had a yen - 


to visit. When David’s son grows up, he-bécomes a vaude- 
ville dancer instead of a doctor, as his pa wanted, married 
Hugh’s daughter, is a war hero, then turns gangster and is 
murdered in his father’s shop. Pa takes final comfort in his 
granddaughter, who looks just like Jean. Wayne is a good 
enough actor, but it’s all pitched at the shallow level of the 
title song. ‘Net effect is pretty drab, if you ask me,

Some people think 12-year-old 
girls are terribly silly with their 
crushes on boys, and their giggles 
and their sighs.

“BOYS! My problem is boys!” 
Says a typical 12-year-old. “I like 
them but they don’t like me.

I drop 
my book and then they have to 
pick it up.

Orange Turnovers. 


One cup sifted flour, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup’shorten- 
ing, one tablespoon § shredded 
orange rind, two-thirds to three- 
fourths cup water, 12 orange sec- 
tions, one-half cup sugar. 


Sift together flour and salt. Cut 
or rub in shortening until mixture 
is crumbly. Add orange rind. Add 
water to make a dough. Turn out 
on lightly floured board or pastry 
cloth. Roll out into square sheet 
one-fourth inch thick. With pastry 
wheel or knife, cut into three-inch 
squares. Roll orange sections in 
sugar. Place each section diagon- 
ally across center of square. Fold 
corner of pastry over orange sec- 
tion, pressing edges together. 
Place on greased baking sheets. 
Bake in hot oven (450 degrees) 
about 12 minutes. Serve hot with 
orange sauce. 


Orange Sauce. 


Two tablespoons sugar, one 
tablespoon cornstarch, one-eighth 
teaspon salt, three-fourths cup 
orange juice, one-fourth cup 
water, one tablespoon butter or 
margarine. 

Combine sugar, cornstarch and 
salt. Add orange juice and water. 
Cook over low heat until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add but- 
ter or margarine. Serve over 
orange turnovers.

HREE young women ,in three widely separated parts of

Like most girls of gentle breeding, high ideals and good 
home influences, these three told me—each in her own way— 
that they would much prefer to reserve such intimacies for 
men who really mean something to them. But can a girl ex- 
pect to have any dates if she won't pet?

ALL I KNOW about this last question is what hundreds 
of intelligent, decent girls have testified to under scientific in- 
quiry. Listen to what a large number have to say—and these 
are girls who have had enough experience with boys to know 
what they’re talking about and to have reached strong con- 
clusions: 

At Michigan State College, 94 per cent of the large group 
examined said it definitely was not necessary to pet in order 
to be popular.

“We began with a group of 10,” 
recalled Mrs. Tucker, a member 
of the staff of the Y’s School for 
Informal Education. “Many of 
the adults in the Y Players want- 
ed their youngsters to get started 
in this kind of work. We had 
two purposes in launching the 
program: to train young people 
in attitudes, and to give them ex- 
perience in the theater.” 

By attitudes, 
way the children learn to co- 
operate with each other, to work 
backstage on one performance just 
as diligently as they do before 
the footlights in another, to for- 
get any jealousy or envy toward 
one individual in the spotlight. 


There is no “star” system in 
the Children’s Theater. 

Some of the theater’s alumni, 
to be sure, have gone on with 
their stage work in school and 
have made _ successes. Among 
them are Jack Harkins, now a 
Student at Iowa State College, and 
John Wilson, at University City 
High School. But an acting ca- 
reer for a graduate of the Chil- 
dren’s Theater is not its goal. 

“We are not trying to train 
young actors atiall,” said Mrs. 
Tucker. “In fact, we make it in- 
formal to break down pseudo-pro- 
fessional attitudes. However, if 
we see one with exceptional talent 
in any phase of the work, we 
might encourage him to go on 
with it.” 

Often the children act out their 
stories without an audience, al- 
though several times a year they 
present a public performance.

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THERS took care of costumes 

and scenery and handled the 

business details of advertising 
the play and selling tickets. After 
Mrs. Tucker had read the story 
to them, the youngsters decided 
what special characteristics each 
role would require, what kind of 
costumes would be suitable. De- 
ciding, quite naturally, that yel- 
low would be best for Goldilocks, 
a committee of young costumers 
was sent to the supply room to 
find some fabric which might be 
made into a dress for the young 
heroine of the story. 


The first presentation of the 
group 10 years ago was a creative 
version of “Little Red Riding 
Hood.” Although the youngést 
children, who remain together in 
one group, usually limit their act- 
ing to such fairy tales, the older 
ones present regular plays already 
prepared for the stage. 

“We have found that the ma- 
jority of children find joy in crea- 
tiveness,” said Mrs. Tucker. “We 
decide on a story, then start dis- 
cussing it. The children act out 
the parts week after ek and 
then these are worked into a 
standard form. 


“There’s no set time for present- 
ing the play for an audience of 
parents and friends. It just de- 
pends on when we think it is 
ready. 

“But even then, when a child 
gets on stage, he frequently will 


- change his lines. That's all right. 
He is ad libbing and helping to 
create the story as he goes along. 
He may turn his back to the audi- 
ence. That’s all right, too. We 
don’t worry whether or not some- 
one sitting in the back row can 
understand everything he says. 
We are concerned with how that 
child understands the role he is 
playing and recreates it in team- 
work with other youngsters.”

NOTHER child, whose mother 

had been advised by a psy- 

chiatrist to let her work in 
some group activity, dutifully re- 
ported every Saturday afternoon 
but would have nothing to do with 
the others.

When the hand was over— 
North having gone down one at 
his silly contract—a furiotis argu- 
ment started between North and 
South. North said that his jump 
bid had strongly indicated a fit 
for South’s spades and that South, 
with a five-card suit, should not 
have hesitated about rebidding. 
South said that that was ridicu- 
lous. He had made a very light 
third-hand opening, and he wasn’t 
going to tell a whopping lie about 
his strength by rebidding such a 
mangy suit and hand. Why hadn't 
North jumped to four spades. 

And so-on and so forth. 

The fact of the matter was that 
neither the diamond jump used 
by North nor South’s suggestion 
of a four-spade bid came even 
close to an adequate description 
of North’s support for a spade 
contract, considering that North — 
had passed originally. True, with - 
the South holding what it was, 
four spades would have worked 
out perfectly—but that is not the 
test of a bid! South might just 
as easily have held something 
like this:
